A @RUSTED AGENT FOUND HELPLESS 
AND. HIS SAFE RIFLED. 


An Iowa Man Coated With Feathers— 
Narrow Escape From an Excited 
Mob—Angelo Petrillo Hanged for 
Murder—Big Haul by Sneak Thieves— 
Triple Tragedy in England—General

Lovisvitie, Ky., Nov. 14.—One of the most 
Peculiar robberies that ever took place in 
Louisville occurred last night at the whole- 
Sale branch office of the whisky house of E. 
Hoffheimer of Chicago. About 9 o’clock A. 
Goldberg, the agent, was found lying on the 
floor ofthe warehouse bound and gagged, 
while near him stood the safe with doors 
wide open and the papers from its drawers 
scattered onthe floor and partly consumed 
by fre. The front door was open and all the 
money in the safe was gone. The detectives 
were called, but copid get no clew tothe 
thieves. Goldberg states that he came tothe 
store about 2 o’clock in the afternoon to 
work on his books. He locked the front door 
after him, and, opening the safe, took out 
the books and laying them on his desk went 
to work. Suddenly he felt himself seized from 
behind and knew nothing more for what he 
believes to be several hours later. Goldberg 
says he believes that the robbers were con- 
cealed in the cellar of the store, knowing his 
habit of coming down Sunday afternoons and 
opening the safe, and that as soon as he be. 
came absorbed in his books they slipped up 
behind him, and throwing a towel saturated 
with chloroform over his mouth soon had him 
unconscious; that they then took his watch, 
shirt stud and about $100 in money from him, 
and then rided the safe of about $120,000 and 
business papers. The detectives, however, 
intimate that there is something wrong with 
the story. They declare that it is almost im- 
possible that Goldberg could have been 
seized and bound, as he says, within twenty 
feet of a much frequented street, 
and in plain view through the 
glass front of the house, Dr. Grant, 
who was called to attend Goldberg, says 
the man had not been chloroformed. No 
motive is known, however, for Goldberg 
working up @ fake, and the matter is left a 
mystery. Goldberg is E. Hoffheimer’s sole 
agent here, and did a good business both in 
buying and selling whisky. E. Hoffheimer is 
a brother of Nathan Hoffheimer, the New 


York whisky man, against whom there isa 
case now pending in the United States Court 
on the charge of crookedness in the reim- 
portation of whisky from Bermuda.

LOST A FORTUNE, 


BIG HAUL MADE BY A SEA ISLAND CITY SNEAK- 
THIEF. 


SEA IST City, N. J., Nov. 14.—The whole 
county of Cape May is greatly excited over 
the robbery of the residence of Capt. Elijah 
Wheaton at Tuckahoo some time during the 
early part of the week. The amount taken 
was $35,000 in cash. Capt. Wheaton and his 
family left home last Tuesday for a short 
visit to friends and upon their return discov- 
ered that money to the amosnt of 
$35,000, which had been kept in a 
bureau drawer, was missing. Other 
sums of money in the house were 
left untcuched, the thief evidently being 
satisfied with his first haul. A prominent 
Philadelphia detective has been at work on 
the case, but has thus far failed to find the 
slightest clew tothe robber or the money. 
Members of the family believe that the rob- 
bery was committed by some one thoroughly 
acquainted with the residence and habits and 
movements of the inmates. Cart. Wheaton 
is an owner of large shipping interests and is 
very wealthy. The disappearance of so biga 
sum of money has caused a sensation in Tuck- 
ahoo, and everybody isona still hunt trying 
to find the thief. 


DEATH THE PENALTY. 


GEORGE B. COOPER ON TRIAL FOR MURDER- 
ING HIS WIFE, 


Lonpown, Nov. 14.—George Barker Cooper 
of the firm ofl. J. & G. Cooper of Manchester 
was put on trial to-day at Douglas, Isle of 
Man, for the murder of his wife, Edith Anne 
Cooper, at the Regent Hotel, at Douglas, in 
the early part of September. About 11 o’clock 
one morning, the chambermaid of the 


hotel heard an altercation in the bedroom 
occupied by Cooper and his wife, and shortly 
afterward there was a scream and a thud as 
ofa body falling to the floor. The servant 
informed Mr. Weldon, the hotel manager, of 
what she had heard and he immediately 
wenttothe room. Finding the door fastened 
on the inside, he demanded admittance. 
On entering the room the man- 
ager there saw Mrs. Cooper lying 
undressed nearthe bed and Cooper sitting 
on the bed close by. There was blood on the 
pillow and counterpane and turther exam!- 
nation revealed a wound in the woman's left 
bréast. Mrs. Cooper was then dead. When 
the manager entered the room Cooper said 
that his wife had fainted, and on Mr. Weldon 
remarking that she was dead he replied that 
she was in a dead falut. Cooper was arrested. 


CRIME NEWS. 


ALBERT BARNES, A MERCHANT, WAYLAID AND 
KILLED. 

MT. STERLING, Ky., Nov. 14.—Albert Barnes, 
who operated a store at Bowen, Howell Co., 
was assassinated in this county last night 
while riding horseback to his farm, near 
there. Barnes’ body was fairly riddled 


with rifie bails. Several years ago Barnes, 
while waiting for the train from this city, 
became involved ina difficulty with a man 
named Stevens. During the progress of the 
affair several shots were fired, some of them 
going through a coach of the train, 
One of the bullets struck a young man named 
Kelley Day, killing him instantly. Barnes 
was accused of firing the fatal shot but was 
recently acquitted of the charge in the Ment- 
fee County Circuit Court. Tue assassin has 
not been located. It is supposed the killing 
isin some way connected with the tragic 
death of young Day. Barnes isa brother of 
EK. K. Barnes of this city and was not an un- 
popular man. Ifthe Day tragedy is not con- 
nected with the assassination, no cause for 
the killing can be given. 


GAVE HIM POISON. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 14.—Robert Bybee 
died at 1 o’clock this morning at the Park 
House, 810 Lafayette street, from a dose of 
laudanum administered by Ike Stevenson 
and Henrietta Helm. Bybee and Stevenson 


are roustabouts. At s o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon they left the steamer Carrie Hope, 
where they were at work, and went to their 
home, where Bybee died. Bybee and 
Stevenson live with two sisters. The gen- 
eral belief that the Helm woman was 
ealous of theattentions paidanother woman 
y Bybee.

SMUGGLER CAUGHT. 
NEw YORK, Nov. 14.—Secret Inspectors 
Brown and Donohue discovered a cleverly 
divised scheme for smuggling last night. 
Among the passengers on the steamer La 
Bourgeogne, which arrived yesterday, 


was a tall blonde man whose appear- 
ance attracted the attention of 
the inspectors. They took him to the in- 
spectors’ room where he was required to 
divest himself of his outer garments. Under- 
neath bis shirt was founda device resembling 
something half way between a corset and a 
life preserver, It had straps which ran over 
the shoulders and was buttoned down 
the back. It was made of canvas and 
was divided into sixty-eight compartments, 
in each of which’ was found a valuable gold 
Swiss watch. The man was placed under ar- 
rest. He said his name was Louis Marke, a 
jeweler, of Washingtop Territory. The gold 
watches found on him were valued at $13,000. 
Marke, was taken before Commissioner 
Shiela#anu held for further examination. 


ROBBED AND MURDERED. 

MORRISON, III., Nov. 14.—The murder and 
cremation of M. Swarthout, a wealthy 
farmer, has created great excitement 
throughout the county. Yesterday Swart- 
hout’s two sons were arrested for the 
crime, and it is feared that they will be 
lynched. Swarthout livedin Lindon Town- 
ship, six miles south of . here. Thursday 
evening he came to town, but did not 
return here. Search was begun, and in the 
ashes of a straw pile on his farm his partly 
consumed body was found. An examination 
showed that he had been murdered and 
robbed and the body stuffed in the straw 
stack. Thestack wasthen set on fire. He 
was known to have carried a large sum of 
money. The evidence pointed to his two 
sons. 


BABY FARMERS’ VICTIMS. 

SYDNEY, Nov. 14.—The police are making 
close searches of all the premises that have 
been occupied by the Makins, the family of 
baby farmers now under arrest here. At 
MacDonald and Redfern, two suburbs of 
Sydney, where the family lived the 
bodies of thirteen infants were found, 
and to-day a search made of the back 
house of Chippendale, once occypied by the 
Mackins, resulted in the discovery of two 
more bodies. The mothersof some of the 
murdered babies have deen traced. The po- 
lice found at one of the houses a bundle of 
long needles wrapped in a blood-stained 
piece ofcalico. The theory of the doctors is 
that the babies were killed by having their 
hearts or spines pierced with needles, 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 14.—With a sol- 
itary companion and a pistol, Coroner Gaha- 
ganran the gauntiet of 100 angry men early 
yesterday. Dave Lollis and Albert Scott, two 
negro boys, were hunting and Scott was 
killed by Lollis. The Coroner’s jury found 
evidences of murder that warranted bring- 
ing Lollis here to jail. Coroner Gahagan 
started from the lonely place with his pris- 
oneranda young medical student. The rel- 
atives and friends of Lollis, the prisoner, 
formed a mob to rescue the boy, and the 
Coroner had a hard time fighting his way toa 
railroad crossing, where he arrived just in 
time to faga passing train and get to Chat- 
tanooga. The baffled pursuers declare they 
will be avenged on the Coroner. 


FOUND MURDERED. 

Austin, Minn., Nov. 14.—The body of Frank 
Paine was found in theriver near his home. 
Ugly gashes were in the back of his head, in- 
dicating that he had been murdered. An 
inquest will be held to-day. At present the 
affair is shrowded in mystery, as no motive 
could be assigned for the act. Paine was 
past 50 years of age. and was a quiet, in- 
offensive man. He had lived here for many 
years, 


KILLED BY A TRAMP. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Nov. 14.—Willis Munroe, a 
brakeman on the New York Central, was 
shot by an unknown tramp at Lyons last 
evening. Munroe was looking his train over 
at the time, when his assailant fired at him 
from ambush, inflicting probably fatal 
woundsinthe head. Munroe has a wife and 
three children. 


LOOKS LIKE MURDER. 

PinE Buiurr, Ark., Nov. 14.—James Bow- 
man, living ona farm near here, was found 
dead inthe woods yesterday, and suspicion 
at once rested upon one Edward Hunt. He 
escaped. The circumstantial evidence is 
strong against him.

SUFFERINGS OF A WRECKED 


SCHOONER’S CREW. 


St. Jonny, N. B., Nov. 13.—The steamer 
Lansdowne has arrived with Capt. Samuel 
Wolfe and three of the crew of the schooner

Rock Thursday nightina heavy gale. The

FIRES. 


A Milwaukee Retail Dry-Goods House in 
Ashes. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 14.—Abont 7 o’clock 
this morning fire was discovered in the large 


retail dry goods store of T. L. Kelby & Co. on 
Wisconsin street. The 2 was com- 
pletely gutted. The loss on stock by fire and 
water will be $150, well insured. 

The fire started in a mysterious manner in 
the rear of the basement of the main store, 
which fronts on Wisconsin street and is 
three stories high.

Hart, Clara Millikin, Nettle Heber and Maude 
Boucher, whose right name is Annie Ridge. 
Besides these Fred Webb of 2634 Locust street, 
Henry said, was treasurer, and that his 
mother put up $25 as security. 

THEIR EXPERIENCE ON THE ROAD. 

The company left St. Louis last Monday and 
played Monday night at Benton. Powers, 
Gertrude Hart and Annie Ridge, however, 
did not go. The two ladies decided not to go 
on the road with the company, and Henry 
said there was not funds enough to pay 
Powers’ way. The title of the piece the 
company played was The Bell Boy.’’ , 

We all had contracts at fair salartes, 
said Henry, but it turned out that the men 
who organized the company had little or no 
money. We went from Benton to Troy, Mo. 
and left Benton without the rent of the hall 
being paid. We took in between $18 and $19 
at Benton.

We 
were going to leave next morning on the9 
o’clock train for Jonesburg, when William 
Colbert, the proprietor of the Colbert House, 
at which we stopped, attached our trunks for 
our bill, which was about $20.

Groups of men with honest faces and hard 
bands stood about the corridors of the Lac- 
ede Hotel this forenoon talking generally of 
the affairs of the laboring world.

In almost all instances they were 
men who had begun life at the bottom ring 
Of the ladder, and climbing higher than their 
fellows, had become the representatives of a 
class whichis yearly becoming more promi 
nent in the social and political affairs of 
the countrys. Take almost any one of 
them and you will fad a man who 
has battled withand overcome the hardest 
conditions of life, and while carving out a 
future for himself has striven to raise those 


about him. 

Only a minority of the members of the con- 
vention have as yet arrived. These consist 
principally of committeemen who came on 
ahead to prepare their reports for the gen- 
eral body. Three officers of the General As- 
sembly are here, Secretary John W. Hayes, 
General’ Worthy Foreman Hugh Cavaan- 
augh abd John Devlin of the Executive 
Board. Terence V. Powderly, General Mas- 
ter Workman, the highest office In the order, 
was expected to arrive last night or this 
morning, but has not yet come, and will not 
until to-night or to-morrow morning.

1 
had no intention of becoming a candidate 
this year, but I found myself in the position 
of Branderin ‘A Texas Steer.’

Anecdotes of his later years especially are

Here 
he had been for many hours the center of 
public attention, and on arriving at the hos- 
pitable home where he was to spend the 
night went to the plazza with his host anda 
a personal friends.to enjoy a well-earned 
rest. 

The gentlemen were chatting and smoking, 
when the hostess, summoned to the library, 
found there a group of bright-eyed little 
girls, each provided with an autograph 
album, who eagerly told that they had come 
to ask Gen. Grant to sign his name in their 
books. Remembering the fatigue of the last 
few hours, she hesitated an instant, unwill- 
ing to disappvint the little ones, went to her 
guest and presented their petition. 

Gen. Grant instantly spran > with the 
most cordial alacrity, entered the library 
and wrote his name inthe books, addressing 
afew pleasant words to each little maid in 
turn, Nor was this all.

Poisoner Thomas Neill Cream Facing 
Death. 


HE WILL GO TO THE SCAFFOLD A MEN- 
TAL WRECK. 


Constant Guard Over Him to Prevent 
Suicide—Closing Hours of an Audac- 
ious Oriminal’s Career—Mrs. Deacon 
Losing Her Case— South American 
Matters—General Foreign News. 


14.—There is no hope for 
Thomas Neill Cream, the poisoner. He has 
lost all his. nerve and will go to 
the scaffold to-morrow morning a complete 
mental wreck. Two wardens of the prison 
are in constant attendance upon him and 
will prevent any atéempt the murderer may 
make to take his own life. 

Since hehas abandoned all hope of re- 
prive or commutation of sentence, the 
prisoner has became very depondent and 
is excessively nervous. The manifesta- 


tion of his broken down 
mentality isshown inthe constant twitch- 
ing of the muscles of his legs, arms and 
hands. The chaplain visits him ftwice a day 
and hisexhortations are listened to by Cream 
without response. 


A review of the remarkable crimes com- 
mitted by Cream was given in a cablegram 
to the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. There is no 
doubt that he is the man who poisoned Alice 
Marsh and Emma Shrivell, two abandoned 
women in Lambeth, as well as Matilda 
Clover and Ellen Dentworth, two girls of the 
same class, and also attempted to poison an- 
other woman known as Lou Harvey. 

The peculiar manner of the death of the 
Clover, Marsh and sSbrivell women called at- 
tention to the fact that Ellen Denworth had 
died under suspicious circumstances, and 
further investigation by the police revealed 

that Neill had tried to blackmall Dr. Harper 
and had written letters to Dr. Broadbent, a 
well-known London practitioner; to the

Russell, who during the trial of her

ibent, the physician, was also accused 
isoning her, while Mr. Smith, in the let- 
ter he received, was accused of administering 
strychnine tothe Denworth girl.

either the Clover or Denworth girl had been 
isoned and that this fact and the fact that 
ehadattemptedto bDiackmall others were 
only learned subsequent to the arrest of 
Neill for attempting to blackmall Dr. Harper.

SOUTH AMERICAN NEWS. 


PRESIDENT MONTT WORKING TO RECONCILE 
CHILIAN FACTIONS. 

VALPARAISO, Nov. 14.—Waldo Silva, the 
dead chief of the late revolutionary junta, 
was buried last night. It was intended to 
give him an elaborate public funeral, but he 
preferred that there should be no public 
demonstration whenhe was buried and his 
wishes were respected. President Montt is 
hard at work trying to reconcile the opposi- 
tion tothe present cabinet so that it may be 
retamed in office. The opposition is mainly 
to Barros Luco, the Prime Minister, but 
the other members of the Cabinet will not re- 
tain office if Senor Luco goes. The questions 
atissue are purely political and will in no 
way affect the financial prosperity of Chill, 
as there is every prospect that the bill pro- 
viding for metallic currency will pass Con- 
gress. 

Telegrams received from Rio Grande Do 
Sul say that the revolt there was frustrated 
by the vigilance of the Government troops. 
In a fight between the police and 
the conspirators the two sons of 
Gen. Tavares were injured and several 
others were wounded. The wife of Gen. 
Tavares has become insane on account of 
thedeath of her sons. Silvera Martin and 
his party deny having any idea ofa revolu- 
tionary attempt. 

At Buenos Ayres the Radicals state that they 
are organized purely for political purposes 
and have no intention of fomenting a revolu- 
tion.

A PULPIT VIEW. 


What a Prominent City Pastor Thinks of 
the Election and Its Lessons. 

Dr. Stimson’s sermon last night at Pilgrim 
Church was upon the moral phases of the 
election and lessons to be drawn from it by 
patriotic citizens and students of political 
affairs. 

Commencing witha forcible characteriza- 
tion of the emphatic decision at the polls and 
the good-tempered way in which parties are 


learning to accept defeat he proceeded to 
consider the lessons ofthe contest, which he 
luterpreted in substance as follows: 

The Homestead strike was in some respects 
the most important event of the year. Out 
of it has come a thorough discussion of the 
respective rights of the State, the employer 
and theemployed, which must result in a 
juster view anda moreconcillatory attitude 
toward the labor question. 

Men are coming to recognize the universal 
brotherhood or man. Our people do not 
want to buila up industries and raise wages 
in the United States if it can be done only by 
producing distress in the same industries 
abroad. The American workman does 
not seek high wages if they 
can be obtained only at the 
expense of his brother in thetin mines of 
Wales or the manwfactories of SheMeld. We 
cannot ignore the rest of the world. We 
must de fair and honorable even with the 
despised Chinaman. 

The campaign has been one of education 
and conviction. It has been remarkable for 
the absence of torchiight processions and 
similar foolishness, showing that our people 
are approaching public questions in 
a more reasonable and sensible 
way. A natural outcome of this mental atti- 
tude is the cheerfulness of the vanauished. 
Corruption was then touched upon, 
the speaker citing the results of recent non- 
partisan investigation in Connecticut,where, 
witha population of 700,000,a national elec- 
tion costs $400,000, and where one, voter in six 
is believed to habitually sell his vote. 

Reform in municipal government, Dr. Stim- 
son sald, mustcome soon. Politics have no 
legitimate place in city elections. It costs 
six timesas much to runan American as a 
European city government, andthe latter is 
well governed, while the American city is 
largely ruled by men whose acquaintance 
respectable citizens shun. In this country 
the businessmen evade any share of responsi- 
bility in local affairs. Prof. Bryce was 
amazed at the indifference of the average 
American of the prosperous class to the 
personnel and the character of his city 
Government. All this must be changed. 
Here, as in Europe, good men of every sort 
must take the trouble to register and vote, 
and must doallin their power to hold the 
administration to a strict account.

The Old Planters’ Warehouse Burned to 
the Ground. 


FOR TWO WEEKS THE POLICE HAVE 
BEEN WATCHING THE PLACE. 


The Fire Started About 10:30 O’Clock and 
in a Few Minutes the Entire Structure 
Was Burned—No Clue to the Incendia- 
ries—Attempts to Burn Neighboring 
Buildings. 


Incendiaries set fire to the old tobacco 
warehouse on the southeast corner of Elev- 
enth and Spruce streets at about 10:30 o’clock 
this morning, and within an hour the whole 
structure was a ruin—a loss of $30,000. Not 
long ago, the freight sheds on Poplar street 
and Ninth were destroyed by fire, and very 
soon after that the sheds of the marble yard 
and the lumber yard on the northeast corner 
of Eleventh and Spruce streets were 
burned. Within the past two weeks 
the Mansur-Tebbdetts building on Tenth 
and Spruce streets, which was totally de- 
stroyed a year ago, was discovered to be on 
fire again, but the flames were extinguished 
before much damage was done. Nocause 
was learned for any of these fires, though it 
was said that sparks from the _ 10co- 
motives which work near by at all 
hours of the day and night had caused the 
fires, but the fact that the engines have been 
working there for years and never set any- 
thing on fire before weakens this theory. 
Fires became s0 frequent in the neighbor- 
hood that the police were convinced that 
firebugs were at work, but for what purpose 
they could not define. 

HAS BEEN WATOHED. 

Chief Harrigan detalled Patrick Hogan and 
John White especially to patrol the territory 
betweet Eighthand Eleventh streets, Clark 
avenue and the railroad tracks and 
posted them particularly on the 
old warehouse, which has been 
vacant for some months. The officers go 
on duty at night and patrol the district until 
daylight. They left their baats this morning 
at 8 o’clock and reported all O. K. at 
headquarters. Sergt. Boyd passed the ware- 
house at 10 o0’clock, and as he had also re- 
celved instructions to watch the 
piace he looked at the warehouse 
and seeing it was all right he 
passed on. He had no soonerreached the 
office, three blocks away, when the alarm 
was sounded from Eleventh and Poplar 
streets. He ran around to thefspot and when 
he reached the warehouse he saw flames 
on every floor and in various parts of the 
building. When Chief Lindsey arrived 
he turned ina general alarm as hesaw the 
building was a certain loss and would endan- 
ger the monster Tibbetts building, half a 
block east, and the freight sheds and cars 
adjoining the latter. The firemen broke in the 
bix doors and the flames broke out the 
windows, giving the fire a strong draft 
which spread the flames tv all parts of the 
building, and breaking througn the roof, 
carried them high into the alr. Switch 
engines were active for a while saving 
loaded freight cars on the south, which soon 
began to smoke from the intense heat 
ofthe flames. The warehouse was old and 
the wood was dry and in a remarkably short 
time it was destroyed. The walis,which were 
unsupported from the inside, fell outward, 
and several firemen had narrow escapes. 
Chas. Ritter’s saloon, about fifty feet south 
of the burning building, caught fire from the 
heat and was damaged to the extent of $500. 

THE BURNED BUILDING, 

The warehouse, which has become fam 
larly known asthe Planters’ Tobacco Ware- 
house, was built ten years ago by Dexter 
Tiffany for the Planters’ Tobacco Co. ata 
cost of $30,000 and now belongs tothe Tiffany 
estate, which is incorporated as the 
Tiffany Real Estate » “Ces of 
which Dexter Tiffany 18 President. 
Only two months ago Mr. Tiffany spent $10,000 
for repairs on the buliding, putting on a new 
roof, painting the walls and fixing the floors. 
The building was a three-story structure, 
solidly bulit and had a front of 300 feet on 
Spruce street and 200 feet on Eleventh street. 
Mr. Tiffany was at the scene 
of the fire shortly afterthe alarm was given 
and said he had $25,000 insurance on the 
bullding placed with Bartlett & Muller. He 
also said he suspected the fre wasthe work 
of flre-buss and would give $100to find out 
whoitwas. He has no enemies, he stated, 
that he thought would doSuch an act and he 
could not see what motive they had in setting 
the place on fre. 

Mr. L. D. Tibbetts was seen about the fire 
and said he had two traction engines and 
separators inthe building, valued at $2,000, 
and, as far as he knew, they were the only 
pieces of property in the place. He had 
$1,500) insurance on them and his loss, there- 
fore, will not amount to much,

Vigorous Denials of Priests Said to Have 
Been Present. 


Since the selection of a Coadjutor Bishop to 
the venerable Archbishop of St. Louis be- 
came a matter of discussion among the 
clergy much ill-feeling has been generated, 
and criminations and recriminations have 
been bandied, This state of affairs is due to 
the supposed candidacy of Vicar-General 
Brady for the office. 

The latest feature of the contention was the 
publication in yesterday’s PosT-DISPATCH of 


a letter, in which it was stated that 
on Oct. 13 Rev. Father Edward Fenlon, 
pastor of the Church of the Visitation, 
entertertained at dinner Rev. Frs. Tobyn, 
W. Walsh, C. P. Smith, Phelan, Tallon, 
Glynn, May, Lovery and Kielty. After the 
banquet, the letter alleged, the priests dis- 
cussed a plan to defeat the promo- 
tion of Fr. Brady to the coadjutator- 
ship. It was stated that committees 
were appointed to visit the suffragan bishops 
and prejudice them against Fr. Brady. The 
communication closed with a severe rebuke 
for the priests who tried to choose a bisnop 
at a banquet board, instead of with prayer 
and fasting, as the canons of the church re- 
auire. 

The letter was marked by a minuteness of 
detail and bore on its race considerable cred- 
ibility. Besides, sucn a meeting 
would not have been unusual, for 
the priests have held several meet- 
ings in conngction with the coadjutorship. 
But at the same time the communication was 
characterized by a degree of unconcealed 
spleen.

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SHIRKING CITIZENS. 


The fining of a prominent and wealthy 
resident by Judge Castleman for failing to 
answer a summons to serve onthe Grand- 
jury brought out information suggestive 
of the causes of some of the illsfrom which 
our own and other municipalities suffer. 

The resident in question has lived in St. 
Louis for many years and has amassed a 
large fortune here. His home is here, his 
wealth is invested here and he enjoys what- 
ever advantages may flow from the growth 
of the city, its business facilities, its laws 
and government. Yet according to his 
own admission he shares none of the re- 
sponsibilites or duties of citizenship. He is 
not a citizen under the laws and his fail- 
ure to qualify for citizenship has served 
asan excuse to avoid the public service 
allotted by law to citizens. He isan alien 
by intention, who takes the benefits but 
shirks the burdens of citizenship. 

The case in question is a public illustra- 
tion of a common practice. Mr. Euston 
is no worse than many of his fellows, and 
differs from a majority of them only in the 
circumstance of citizenship. Thousands 
of citizens shirk the responsibilities and 
duties of citizenship. They dodge the 
work which citizens are called upon to do 
for the public good. Thousands of St. Louis- 
ans with national, State and municipal 
issues of deep concern involved failed to 
register and vote in the recent election. 
Thousands habitually refuse to contribute 
any service to the State, and treat the de- 
mands for such service with the contempt 
so justly rebuked by Judge Castleman. 
They have to be dragged and whipt to 
the performance of public service. 

The point suggested by Mr. Euston’s 
case is the better because he is a man of 
wealth and education. It is among men 
of that kind that shirking chiefly pre- 
vails. They say most about the 
abuses of government and the vices 
of politics and do least to cor- 
rect them. They assume that they 
have the greatest interest in the country 
and ought to dictate publie policy. They 
reap the principal benefits from the social 
organisation, the operation of laws and 
the functions of courts. But the poorest 
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son of toil who drops hia work to meet the 
| duties of citizens has more nobility and 


worth as a citizen and is of greater value 


to the country than 10,000 wealthy duty 
dodgers. It is a pity that all of them can- 
not be punished for political truancy and 
contempt of Government. 


RANDALL'S MONUMENT. 

Mrs. Fannie W. Randall, the widow and 
executrix under the will of the late Samue 
J. Randall, filed a document in the 
Orphan’s Court of Philadelphia, Saturday, 
which showed that her husband did not 
leave sufficient property, personal and 
real, to meet his funeral expenses. * 

This simple statement speaks more than 
monuments of bronze or marble in honor 
of aman who for so many years occupied 
positions on committees where his simple 
silence could have secured for him a for- 
tune. Though frugal, simple in his tastes 
and habits, with repeated opportunities 
for enriching himself by forbidden ways, 
he died after a public service of a quarter 
of a century, leaving his family penniless! 
He lived up to, but rigidly within, his 
salary. He remained incorruptible during 
the mostcorrupt period of our national 
history. 

He was not only honest but able. It is 
safe to say that during the entire career of 
this dauntless and discerning leader of 
Democracy he never encountered his su- 
perior in a parliamentary battle. At once 
courageous and adriot it mattered not 
what position he occupied on the com- 
mittees or at what disadvantage he was 
placed, the enemies of Democracy regarded 
him as their natural adversary and most 
dreaded antagonist. AsSydney Smith said 
of Charles James Fox: ‘‘Folly and cor- 
ruption never had a more terrible enemy— 
one whom it was so impossible to bribe, so 
hopeless to elude and so difficult to 
answer.

A SPECIAL SESSION AND THE 
SEEKERS. 


It is a curious fact that the opposition to 
a special session of Congress to meet next 
March comes from editors who want a po- 
litical job. 7 

But it is easy to understand. If the 
Democratic party undertakes to serve the 
people it will have to postpone the claims 
of office seekers untila more convenient 
season. 

The plain duty of the party is to enforce 
the order of the people and to do it at the 
earliest practicable moment. Mr. Cleve- 
land was not elected to rotate in and rotate 
out. He is not expected to spend his time 
distributing the spoils and turning the 
civil service upside down to gratify the 
yearnings of Democrats for revenue or 
office only. The voters who commissioned 
Mr. Cleveland and the new Congress to 
reduce and reform the tariff thought 
nothing at all of the ‘‘offisses’’ and cared 
less. And they will be disappointed and 
rightly indignant if their wishes are not 
respected. 

The probabilities are that Mr. Cleveland 
will have decided upon his principal ap- 
pointments before his inauguration. These 
can be referred to the Senate and confirmed 
without interfering with the work of leg- 
islation. Cabinet offices must, of course, 
be filled and, perhaps, a few other im-

portant positions, but applicants for lesser , 


offices can wait upon the necessities of the 
people. There are no ‘‘considerations 
of vast import“ to be ‘‘weighed carefully 
before an extra session of Congress can 
be called.“ Such considerations exist 
only in the imaginations of the applicants 
for first-class missions, who in most cases 
will have to putup with African consul- 
ships. The vastly important thing is to 
relieve the people of iniquitous burdens 
and to do it at once. 

Let the special session be called. Let a 
few drastic measures of reform occupy the 
whole attention of President and Congress. 
After that let the English mission be re- 
fused and the African consulships be be- 
stowed. Such is the will of the people. 
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THE PARTY ON TRIAL. 


The rejoicing over the extent of the 
Democratic victory may be shared by Re- 
publicans who, having been defeated, have 
cause for congratulation that the entire 
governmental power passes to the hands of 
the Democrats. The whole responsibility 
for the conduct of the government will 
rest upon the Democratic party, and hence 
allof the distinct advantage of being in 
opposition will accrue to the Republicans. 
They will be in the position of critics with 
all the chances of accident and folly in 
their favor. Without expectations to 
realize, pledges to fulfill or spoils to dis- 
tribute they may gather the forces left to 
them into a compact and harmonious or- 
ganization and thus make a united and ag- 
gressive attack upon the party in power. 

On the other hand, care has a place at 
the Democratic feast. Members of the 
party who believe and assert that all oppo- 
sition has been broken down and that the 
result of this election assures it a long 
lease of power are harboring and fostering 
dangerouserror. The verdict of the peo- 
ple means that they are dissatisfied with 
the Republican party and policy and are 
willing to give the Democratic party and 
policy a fair trial. The result is therefore 
merely an opportunity for Democracy 
which it must use wisely in order to retain 
popular confidence. 

The third party’s vote shows that there 
are many voters opposed to Republicanism 
in ite present form but who are not yet sat- 
isfied with Democracy. The remnant of the 
Republican party represents a strong ele- 
ment of opposition to Democracy. The 
situation is ripe for a new alignment of 
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Democratic party during the next four 
years will decide how it will fare when the 
alignment is made for the succeeding 
struggle, whether Republicanism in new 
form shall be revived or a new party shall 
come in power. 

The wisdom and courage applied to the 
task of Democracy will measure the profit 
of its opportunity and its lease of power. 
By sincerely and promptly redeeming its 
pledges to relieve the people of unjust 
burdens, by meeting the fair demands of 
the wealth-producing people of the country 
for just and wise legislation on the coin- 
age, currency and other pressing issues, it 
may retain its Republican converts and 
win the best elements of the third party.

It is said that White- 
law Reid employed two spies to keep tab 
on Carter, Clarkson and Hackett and pre- 
vent them from pocketing a part of the 
campaign fund, It was under the sting of 
this suspicion’ that Hackett sent Reid a 
dispatch Tuesday night conveying the 
cheerful intelligence that they were 
‘‘beaten all along the line,“ and that his 
name on the ticket had cost the Republi- 
cans ‘‘60,000 votes in New York State. 

Then Carnegie catches a fierce blast from 
Manley, who says he refused to contribute 
a cent to the campaign fund, though the 
Homestead trouble cost the party thou- 
sands of votes, and recalls a striking illus- 
tration of Carnegie’s sordid selfishness and 
ingratitude. Though the late Tom Scott 
made him, says Manley, when Scott be- 
came embarrassed and called on his friends 
for a loan to tide him over his troubles, 
Carnegie was the only one of the ten he 
summoned who flatly refused to lend him 
a cent. He is a —— selfish hound, said 
Scott, and Manley says Scott told the 
truth. 

These exchanges of pleasantry are be- 
coming interesting. If Mr. Harrison is as 
cold-nosed and bigoted as he is repre- 
sented; if Mr. Reid is a suspicious, stilted 
lump of selfishness and conceit, and Mr. 
Carnegie a pitiless money-grabber and in- 
grate, the Democratic party has builded 
wiser than it knew and thecountry should 
be doubly congratulated.

He Ravives an Existing Law for State 
Registration. 


A PROVISION THAT WILL AFFECT THE 
SPRING ELECTION. | 


The Firemen’s Constitutional Amendment 
Apparently Defeated in the State— 
John J. O’Neill’s Cheerful Talk of Con- 
test—Electors Who Led Their Tickets— 
O. P. Brown Against Duffy and Bur- 
nett. - 


The Board of Revisors is to be shorn of its 
present aristocratic power before the spring 
mayoralty election through a step to be 
taken by Carl Otto and a num- 
ber of others, who disapprove of the 


way in which the registration is being done 
at present. Mr. Otto and City Counsellor 
William ©, Marshal were in consultation to- 
day upon sec. 5, art. 30 of the 
revised statutes of Missouri, This 
provides that any qualified voter may be 
registered on election day atthe polis by a 
registrar appointed for the day by the udnes 
y the 
After he is registered 
the law requires the judges to receive 
his vote, put it in the box and count 
it exactly as if he had registered at the Re- 
corder’s office, and his name appeared on 
the regular voting lists. The polls registrar 
puts to the applicant the same questions 
asked him at the Kecorder’s office. This 
section of the law is not re- 
ealed by the Australian ballot law, and 
ir. Otto believes itis stillin force. It has 
fallen into disuse merely. Mr. Otto says 
that an attempt will be made next spring to 
revive the practice, sothat legally qualified 
voters may not be disfranchised by mistake, 
as many of them were at this election.

MOST EXCITING CHASE, 


Nathan Diggs, the Old Colored Man 
Stabbed on Election Day, Dies of Hig 
Injuries—Harris Jordon on Trial for 
Killing Fullman Conductor Beardsley 
—Police News in General. 


A running fire of pistol shots, the swift clat- 
ter of horses’ hoofs, loud cries of commands 
to halt and the oaths of men evidently closely 
pursued, awoke the inhabitants of Pine 
street in the vicinity of Channing avenue 
after midnight this morning, and then dying 
away, left them with all sorts of 
startied dreams of raids a la Dalton 
gang, of brave resistance and 
of possible unlimited bloodshed. All that 
had deen seen of the mysterious 
midnight affray were the forms of divers 
and sundry police officers on the dead run in 
the direction of Easton and Lindell avenues, 
each witha drawn revolver in band, from 
which the flashes of repeated aischarges lit 
up the suddenly startled streets. 

It was a case of hoodlums driving away 
with horses and rigs that belonged to other 
people, and several patrolmen and sergeants 
of the Fifth Districtand Third Sub-dls- 
trict composed the ‘‘firing detail*’* 
in pursuit. About 1 o’clock a. m. Officers 
John ) cCarthy and Wm. Coganof the Fifth 
District, on the corner of Channing avenue 
and Pine street, saw three men in a top 
buggy, drawn by one horse, turn west on 
Pine street, driving rapidly. As they passed 
the officers the trio lifted a can of beer and 
drank, in turn, a long draught,. apparently 
to the health ofthe guardians of the midnight 
peace. The officers started in pursuit of the 
rig, and the driver, as soon as he noticed this 
fact, threw the reins over the dashboard and 
leaped from the buggy. He was captured, 
gave his name as James McNamara, those of 
his companions as Joe McDaniel and Dutch 
Herman, and stated that the rig had been 
stolen from Eleventh and Cass avenue. 
Officer McVUartby took McNamara to the po- 
lice station, and Cogan followed the still fiy- 
ing buggy, firing three shots in the air 
to attract the attention of other officers. 
At Easton and lTindell avenue, Officer 
Messer joined in the chase, also giving three 
shots to stop the fugitives. The latter aban- 
doned the rig further on and escaped. The 
rig was taken to the Fifth District Station. 

But this was not the only chase after a 
stolen rig in that usually quiet neighbor- 
hood.

DANGEROES POWDER. 


Results of Carelessness in Naval Gun 
Tractice. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The Secretary of the 
Navy bas checked the commanding officers 
of vessels in their use of brown prismatic 
powder. Thisis one of the results of the 
accident on the Philadelphia, by which there 
was a loss of life and a narrow escape from 
blowing up the ship. 

Inthat case brown powder which burns 
slowly was used in firing blank charges. The 
breech was opened aſter a discharge and be- 
fore all the powder had been consamed there 
was an explosion, which killed two men of 
the gun crew, and some of the ignited grains 
few down the ammunition tube and into 
the magazine, where they were 
stamped out by the men who happened 
to be there. There is no real noed, say the 
ordnance officers for using brown prismatic 
powder in experiments when projectiles are 
not to be fired, and if the gun crew must 
practice itis better that the more quictly 
consuming black powder should be used, and 
especially as this quality of powder Is good 
for very little else. Instructions have also 
been given that when blank charges are used 
in the great guns the weapons shall be 
sponged after each round, a detail the unfor. 
tunate crew on the Philadelphia appears not 
to have attended to.

Testing the Strength of Nails. 


SUNBURY, Pa., Nov. 14.—A contest for 
superiority between the manufacturers of 
Wire nalls and cut nails, involving the pro- 
duction of 9,000, O00 of Kegs.of nails, is attract- 
ing general attention here.

Wright was seen by a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter to-day and said: 

e hope st. Louis will see the import- 
ance of being well represented at a conven- 
tion in the objects of which she has such di- 
rect interest. Ihe cities of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia and Chicago have already ap- 
pointed their delegations, and nearly the 
entire country will be represented. We hope 
the Nicaragua Canal project will go through 
Auring President Cleveland’s administra- 
tion, asit was during his first administra- 
tion that the first Nicaragua Canal bill was 
passed, and in his letter of acceptance 
of the Chicago nomination Mr. Cleveland 
— most favorably of the scheme for the 

icaragua Canal. So did President Harrison 
in his letter accepting the Minneapolis nom- 
ination on the Kepublican ticket, and the 
Dill has many friends among the leaders of 
both parties. It Wüll certalnly be to the in- 
terest of St. Lovis to takea eye part 
in pushing the project through to success.

Match—Ring and Wheel Gossip—Point- 
ers on Local Sport. 


Frank Shaw’s statement to a Post-D16- 
PATCH representative the other day that he 
has concluded to give up bettingconsistently, 
is not given much credence by local turfites. 
Aleck Ullman says that he is willing to bet $100 
to $1 that while Frank might be serious just 
now in his intention to refrain from betting 
consistently in the future, by the time next 
season rolls around he will be just 
as deep in the mire, as some would 
Say, as ever. Shaw has the reputation 
of being one of the biggest gamblers on the 
Western turf and, accordingto newspaper 
reports, one of the most successful, but this 
latter statement is emphatically denied by 
Shaw himself. ‘‘When one becomes fasci- 
nated with the business,“ saia he, and 
inaugurates a policy of taking deperate 
risks on horse races, and I am rm 
ly convinced that such is the case, 
the public immediately comes to the 
conclusion that he is winning thousands, 
The newspapers are responsible for this toa 
certain extent, as one rarely reads about the 
thousands the giant gamblers lose, while 
theinesuccessful big wagers are constantly 
being paraded in public. When oneof the 
big guns makes a ten stroke he separates his 
winnings from a whole ring of book- makers, 
allofwhom are abletostand the loss, but 
when he happens to be the under dog he 
alone suffers. Once in awhile when one 
of the plungers drop a $10,000 or $15,000 
wad the matter will be briefly reported, but 
nota word will be said if he loses $,0000r 
$6,000. Let him win that much and he is sure 
to be credited with scorching the ring 
out of $10,000 or 320,000. This is the 
peculiar feature of the whole matter. 
Winnings are sure to be exaggerated. 
It reminds one to a certain extent of 
an anecdote John Carter relates. Carter, it 
seems, won $2,000 on a race at Nashville, a 
few years ago, and the result became the 
topic of discussion for a while among all 
classes atthe Tennessee capital. Naturally, 
the amount he won was exaggerated as the 
story traveled, until the next day a poverty- 
stricken looking darky created a sensation at 
the track by inquiring for that man, Carter, 
who had won $70,000the day previous. The 
darky, it seems, was haraup and thought 


a man who had won nearly one-tenth ofa 


' million dollars in an hour or two, would be 


just the man to borrow a few dollars from. 
To get back to the original subject, how- 
ever, sald Shaw, ‘‘last summer has been 
one of the toughest seasons I have experi- 
enced since I have beenon theturf. I made 
money at the spring meeting inthis city, not 
betting, however, but lost a good portion of 
it at ‘«bicago. Then I went East and lost 
consistently for two or three weeks, at 
the end of which I was some 
$25,000 behind. This put a stop to my 
speculations for 189! and I concluded to re- 
frain from betting any more. Iam not what 
one would call a poor loser and take my 
medicine as bestI can. I am willing to con- 
fess, however, thatI do take pride in being 
successful. The money that comes with suc- 
cess is of course the objectall gamblers are 
aiming for, but in addition to the thousands 
that he secures, he also has the gratification 
of knowing that his judgment was superior 
to those that ran counter to him. A success- 
ful picker of winners, who has wona tidy 
sum, chackles to himself as he contempiates 
the different bookmakers paying out bundles 
of the lucre to his commissioners. He rea- 
sons out that his judgment was superior to 
the whole ring, and then he comes 
to the conclusion that as slate marker 
he would more than hold his own. 


* 


lo be a bookmaker is the ambition of 
a plungerand itis not long before he will 
land ona biock, provided his capital holds 
out. If success stays with him he soon 
gathers astable together and then he is in 
heaven. The trouble with this kind of product 
of the turf, however, is that he will continue 
to gamble and sooner or later gambling will 
place him exactly inthe position he was be- 
tore success struck him. He has an advant- 
age if he has a good stable and lays 
his own horses exclusively, but he will not 
limit himself to this. He wants to havea 
wider scope. Pittsburg Phil, since he gath- 
ered together a stable of his own, is an ex- 
ample of what a man can do if he confines 
himself to backing his own horses. Phil, ac- 
cording to resorts, made money last season. 
Chris Smith, who occupies the same position 
in the West that Phil does in the East, 
pursued an entirely different policy, bet- 
ting on everything good that was 
given him, and the result was, 
according to —— he has lost everything 
almost he gathered together the last two 
years. Smith had a good stable and ought to 
have been ahead on the season. No one 
doubts that such would have been the case 
had he confined himself to betting on such 
performers of his own like Yo Tambien, Maid 
Marion and Doliie McUone, all of whom won 
consistently, and the fact that they were 
going to do so certainly ought to have been 
known to Smith beforehand.’’ 


SALE OF THE KENTUCKY STABLE. 

The mammoth Kentucky stables, the prop- 
erty of George Morgan and Morgan Chinn, 
sonand brother of the well-known starters, 
Col. Jack P. and Kit Chinn, will be disposed 
of entirely at auction shortly. The sale of 
this string, which includes such noted 
performers as Mary McGowan,.Parthenia, 


Major, Tom and Louise, will no 
doubt create as much interest in Western 
turf circles, as the sale of Frank Ehret’s big 
string did inthe East. The Kentucky stable 
will consist of 2 year-olds exclusively next 
season and that the outfit will be first-class, 
goes without saying. Kit Chinn says the 
string next seeson will include a 8-year-old 
by the same sire and dam of the lamented 
Deerfoot, the beautiful unbeaten filly 
which was accidentally killed at Latonia last 
spring. Deerfoot was considered by many 
who saw her perform at Lexington where 
she won the only two races she ever run in, 
with the exception of the one in which she 
met her death at Latonia, to be the fastest 
2-year-old of the West at that time, and had 
she not been killed Col. Chinn thinks she 
would undoubtedly rank as one of the cracks 
ofthe year. A 8-year-old by the same sire 
anddam of such an animal will come ex- 
tremely nearly giving King Lee, G. W. John- 
son, Helen Nichols and Morello quite a strug- 
gie for the rich stakes at this point and 
Chicago next spring.

The quarterly report of the Coal Mine In- 
spector of St. Clair County, Frank Kerch.- 
ner, gives some interesting facts and figures. 
It covers the period from Aug. 1 
to Nov. 1, and shows that the output 
of the sixty-four mines in the county 


during that time was 525,000 tons of coal. The 
report contains a parenthetical statement 
that the output would have been larger by 33 
per cent but for the scarcity of workmen and 
cars for shipment. All the mines 
in operation were inspected during 
the quarter, three of them three times, 
twenty-two twice and thirty-nine once. Fif- 
teen of the mines are operated by the Consol- 
dated Coal Co. of St. Louis.

FOR ISSUING HAWKERS’ PERMITS. 


Collector Ziegenhein and Mayor Noonan 
Criticised by the Grocers. 

At the last meeting of the Retail Grocers’ 
Association Mayor Noonan and Collector 
Ziegenhein were caustically criticised 
for obstructing the enforcement of the 
ordinance passed last spring relative to 


peddlers and hawkers. This measure, which 
was approved in May, imposed a license of 
$10 on peddlers or hawkers on foot or witha 
ush cart; $30 for a one-horse vehicle, and 
fora two-horse rig. It prescribed that 
each licensee should have hisname and the 
number of his license painted conspicuously 
on each side of his wagon, and in additfon 
each should wear a metal badge with his 
number and name in a conspicuous place on 
his hat or cap. ; 

This ordinance was passed at the instance 
of the Hawkers’ Union, with the co-opera- 
tion of the Retail Grocers’ Association. When 
it became a law the Chief of Police pro- 
nounced it a very wise measure, and issued 
stringent orders to all the captains toenforce 
it to the letter, especially that por- 
tion requiring’ the hawker or  ped- 
adler to display on his hat or 
cap the metallic badge. Chief Harrigan 
added that, inthe past, many thieves have 

lied their vocation under the guise of ped- 

lers. By enforcing the ordinance the 
practice would be stopped. 

This was on June 3, and on July 20 he issued 
another order tothe same effect, the Legal 
Hawkers’ Union having complained that the 
ordinance was ‘‘violated by the wholesale. 

The Retail Grocers’ Association then ad- 
dressed a communication to the chief, ex- 
pressing satisfaction with these measures 
and calling his attentiontosix persons who 
they claim were peddling coal oll from house 
to house in violation of the ordinance. 
on Oct. 15 the retail grocers called the at- 
tention of the Chief of Police to numerous 
flagrant vioiations’’ of the law, and asking 
whether there was any {difficulty in enforcing
